CYCLOMETHICONE: LD50 in rats > 5000mg/Kq, per oral dose. Percutaneous ly 
it is shown to be non-toxic at a dose of 2000 mg/Kg. Testing showed the, 
cyclomethicone to be a slight irritant to the eyes and skin as tested with 
rabbits. 

All ingrediants are TSCA listed.
